Washington, November S7— OfRclal 
conflrmatlon of the newa from Lon- 
don that German staff offlcerB are In 
Petrograd acting aa military advisers 
of tha iMlno tutkm probibly will be 
followed promptly by action on the 
part of the United States and the Al- 
lies definitely to place the BolBhe> 
vlkl regime in the list of Germany's 
allies. 

If the Germans ore there all doubt 
as to the purpoao ot the Bolshevlkl is 
removed and the dlplomata will be 
obliged to withdraw to a neutral eap- 

ital, probably Stockholm, to await In- 
structions from their Kovernments. 
Such a development undoubtedly 
would be followed by Immediate can- 
cellation of all orders now In process 
of execution for military and other 
supplies far Ruaala both In the Unit- 
ed States and Japan. Several car- 
goes from the United States are now 
on the way to Vladivostok but these 
can be diverted by wireless orders 
and it has been understood that their 
delivery would be contingent upon 
evideiMa that they would not thil In 
to unfriendly haada. 

With the Germans openly advising 
Lenlne and his followers, it is as- 
sumed that efforts will be made to 
carry Russia into the position of an 
active ally of the Central Powers. 

This might produce a most serious 
situation^ by making available to 
Oermahy the vaat atoite ot food, oil 
and cotton ot Russia, and even 
though the Teutons found it Impossi- 
ble to convert the disorganized coun- 
try into an active military ally, the 
million or more German, Austrian^ 
and Turkish prisoners held In Russfa 
would be freed tor servioe with the 
Teiitonic armiaa. 

Ivar sinoa the ovartaralag of the 
Kerensky government military atrate- 
glsta here have been anticipating 
such conditions as exists today in 
Russia. This Is one of the principal 
problems with which the inter-allied 
war conference in Paria is expected

/'There is refNnable hope that the nation will come out of its 
test with a great deal of its mental and moral litter eleared away. 
The prudential and custodial ideas which were beginning to prevail in 
the United States ^ere not calculated to develop a race strong in 
muscles or in character. The intent of these ideas may have been 
excellent and virtuous, but they were operating in a fashion moHs pro- 
ductive of weakness than of strength."

It is incompar- 
ably more manly than the sword or pistol duels on which certain mod- 
erh nations have prided tlicnisclvos. It is an exercise calling for, and 
developing, a high degree of courage, strength and agility. 

Americans are natural fist-fighters, as the British are. Boxing 
fel|.yito disrepute in 'this country because it was allowed to dcvclo]) 
into prize-lighting, accompanied by gambling, fraudulent decisions 
and other imdesirable features. Against clean boxing few sensible 
Americans have ever had any objections. A general revival of the 
■port, under decent auspices, should be welcomed.

Their employment in 
factories is subjected to critical .scrutiny. 

' • All will be under the surveillance of federal authorities while 
the war lasts. They may be siilijccted to greater restrictions here- 
after. Whether they are or not will depend on their own conduct. 

The new regulations impose much hardship. But the aliens iiavc 
brought it on themselves. The guilty, those who have rewarded our 
hospitality by treacherously blowin<r up slii|)s or factories, burning 
wharves, or warehouses, aud scatleriiig poisouous propaganda, de- 
serve more than they are getting. The rest, for the most part, are 
guilty of cnmplicity because iliey have notjtried to present these 
tirimes, aud have not exposed the criminals. 

The round-up must not be defeated, therefore, bjr maudlin sym- 
patlur. It is time for stern action.

Methodist, the Southern Methodists, 
the College of Bishops of the Kpi.^eo- 
pal Church, tho CongreKatioiiaiists, 
the National Service Comniissioii of 
tile Presbyterian Church, the Reform- 
ed Church, and others, have already 
pledged their support to what may 
be described as a movement to put 
the church behind the American 
Army in France. 

The little service Testaments Is- 
sued by the Society, small enouRh to 
4t conveniently into the soldier's com- 



fort kit, printed teglbly on good pa- 
per, fre from the usual trappings of 
gilt and moBooco, and bound Instead 
in the khaki of the service uniform, 

is a book for the fiRhting man, and 
will, accordinR to the Bible Society, 
carry into the trenches the message 
of a religion militant for righteaus- 
nesB, the reiigkm of purity, ■trength, 
and sacriflce. 

Military leaders are reported to 
confirm the Society's belief that this 
mesBage, translated into life, will do 
much toward building up and sus- 
taining army morale, and toward pro- 
moting that spirit necessary to vic- 
tory.

The Federal Bureau of Mines is 
opening ita aerviceB to women as 
never before. Since the bisginnlng of 
the war it baa more than quadrupled 
Its clerical force of women employed 
In the Department of the Interior at 
Wasliington. 

In addition to ita regular force of 
stenographers, typists, filing -elerks. 
etc., who work during the day, the 
Bureau has been compelled to em- 
ploy a night force, and this Includes 
about twenty-flve women. These 
night workers are employed at the 
late of nity cents an hour. The Bu- 
reau of .Mines is endeavoring to make 
this work helpful to woman who are 
out of work or awaiting emptamMnt, 
or require this extra help. Vo wo- 
man employed by the Ctovemment 
during the day is permitted to Join 
Ihl.i night force. 

At the now Pittsburg Eixperiment 
station, which has Ju^t been oom- 
pleted by the Gtovemmoit at a coat of 
half a ffllllloii dolUta, wmm are be- 
ing employed aa tut aa male vacan- 
cies require and permit the substitu- 
tion of female service.
